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1. At the neeting of the Political Comissicn of the Partido Vanguardia Fooular, 
held at the home of Janusl “Nora Valverde cn the afternoon of 12 February 1951, 
a circular letter received by the Carty fron the Paris heedquarters of the 
World Federation of Trade Unions (FT) vas discussed. The letter requested 
solidarity on the part of all affiliated deiccratic organizations of the #FTU, 
and protested the prohibition now being enacted by the French Goverrment against 
the central offices of the UFTU in Paris. It was decided to piss this infor= 
mation on to the syndieste orgarizati-ns of the Paty, in order tht protests 
could ba made as requested in the circular. 


2. 4 letter fron Redolfo Guzman in ‘iexico City informed the Party of the situ- 
ation confronting them recently. Guzman stated that some of the directors of 
the Convederacion de Trabajadores de America Latina (CTAL) were being subjected 
to severe criticism, and thet they would have to struggle harder in their 
own countries, rather than in “exico, as they had beer. doing. Adding that the 
situation was becoming inpossible, Guewan said he did not feel that he could 
remain in ‘lexico much longer, in view of the criticism being leveled at him.* 
The letter closed with the reavest that tie proble: be resolved as scon a3 
possible, sc that he might return to Cesta Riva. On this point the Political 
Comission acted immediately, writing to 3uzman thet his return was approved, 
and for nin to return to Sen dose when he considered it icst exnedie nt for the 
interests af the syndicate 10ovement in Ussta Nica.
